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CORRESPONDENCE. 


"Are those oranges South African" I politely enquire of the greengrocer. 
“Of course not, sir!" he exclaims with righteous indignation. 
"Well then, I won't have them" I retort, feeling very clever and smug. 


Actually, it's not really a funny situation at all and I can well remember 
a time, some years back, when I was really anti-South African. That was, 

of course, before the family and I found ourselves $.A. bound for a two year 
contract with an engineering company. The two years have now passed and we 
are comfortably re-entrenched in good old Deddington with only memories to 
look back on and a realisation that our attitude to others has been somewhat 
modified, if not actually changed. 


Before the letters come pouring in, let me say that I'm still "anti-apartheid" 
and as concerned as others over human rights, but a period of residence in a 
country such as South Africa certainly gives a new slant on some previously 
rigidly held ideas. 


In retrospect, our two years in Africa have been a rewarding and efilightening 
experience for all members of the Wali family. I can vividly recall the 
happy times we spent, the many friends we made, and their burning desire "to 
be liked" which seems to be common among so many South Africans ~ to be liked 
not only for their own sakes, but also for their country's. 


But we are white and all my fond memories are clouded by the fact that, our 
way of life was probably made possible at the expense of others. 


However, black South Africans are relatively well provided for in comparison 
with their comrades in other parts of the continent and on the surface at 
least they lead fairly happy lives. Soweto, however, has shown that under~ . 
neath there lies much discontent and injured pride, and it's probably these 
feelings, fanned no doubt by Marxist aid, which will one day erupt .and bring 
the ..uevitable chaos to the sub-continent. 


It’s a most beautiful country, much-misunderstood, potentially explosive..... - 
I wouldn't have missed it for anything.

PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


Observations on the meetings of 14 December 1977 and 25 January 1978. 


1. Hempton Gap: It was back.in September that Michacl Billington first 
presented Hempton Residents" Association's proposals for road safety improve- 
ments. at the Gap, Mr. Billington hastad little success in persuading County 
Council representatives to discuss the problem with Parish Councillors on 
site, and Mr. Welford suggested that the Council should object strongly that 
they were being ignored. This produced Mr, Jim Fletcher, the Assistant 
County Surveyor, who faced the full complement of Councillors at the January 
meeting to say why his department was not going to do anything about the Gap. 
Cutbacks in expenditure mean that finance for this sort of improvement is 
very limited, and as the accident record is not high compared with other 
places (there has been one accident since the speed limit was introduced in 
1976) = the problem is statistically not important enough to warrant money 
being spent? 


Mr, Billington then went through the three main proposals and asked for 
specific comment; 

(1) Drainage - surface water from the lane runs through the Gap to reach _ 

the nearest drain. In wet and icy weather in particular, this is a continuing 
danger to cars and pedestrians alike. Mr, Fletcher’ agreed to look again at 

the siting of ‘the drains. 

(2) Signs: the Hempton Residents' Association feels that additional signs 

are needed to slow traffic after the fast straight stretch from Deddington. 

The. County Council is constrained to erect only signs permitted by the Ministry 
of Transport, and "Black Spot" and “Dangerous Bend" are not legal signs. 

Mr. Fletcher agreed to. look again at the visibility of the signs, particularly 
in wet and muddy conditions and to investigate if any additional signs could 

be used. 

(3) Mirror: The Ministry of Transport is strongly against the use of mirrors 
as Traffic aids because of possible confusion and misinterpretation. [Hx- 
perience has shown they do more harm than good and the County Council is reluc- 
tant to install one for pedestrian use at the Gap. 


Mr. Garrett asked what the Traffic Department thought of the suggestion that 
the bank be cut back.opposite the telephone kiosk, improving visibility and 
making the road safer for cars stopping at the kiosk. Mr. Fletcher thought 
there was danger in half doing a job and showed no enthusiasm for the idea. 
Mr. Drake felt the Traffic Department was not thinking positively enough 
about what could be:done even with limited money, but Mr. Fletcher stuck to. 
his view that the number of accidents showed that the signs were being heeded. 
Mr, Welford said in conclusion that he hoped the optimism was justified and - 
that he hoped we hadn‘t heard the last of this yet. 


2. Windmill School: There seems to be at least a chance that the Windmill 

Hall could be used as a village community centre - if Deddington wants it that 

way. A meeting is being set up between Norman Drake, Brian Fuller, Mr. Garrett and 
Douglas Ward on. behalf of the Parish Council, and Education Authority represen- 
tatives to discuss the possibility of a lease being made over to a-Hall Manage- 
ment Committee. Mr. Ward has expressed doubts about the idea and thinks the 

need should first be established, and the Parish Council has not yet gven the. 
scheme its backing. : 


3. Spring Fayre: The Primary School P.T.A. hope to run a Spring Fayre in the 
Market Place on ee 18 March. The Council was unanimous in agreeing to 


4, Pedestrian Crossing; There seems no possibility of a pedestrian crossing: 
in the main road. Ministry of Transport requirements are stringent: to 
justify a crossing 100 pedestrians are needed for each 1,000 vehicles. using 
the road, and Deddington nowhere near reaches these figures. Councillors 
a4acussed asking for a double white line right up through the village to slow. 
traffic, but this wuld also mean a yellow line parking restriction on the. road 
sides and this was not desirable. The only alternative solution is that the. 
traffic lights could be pedestrian controlled, and the Traffic Department is
